F w as u little after sunset on May 
Hit. 18(55. when young D uncan w ent 
a si »ore from the tow bout at Cairo. 
T he tow a w as ablaze with fire­ 
works, for a local celebration of the 
close of the war w as in progress as he 
made his w ay up the slope of the levee 
through a narrow passagew ay that ran 
betw een tw o m ountainous piles of cot­ 
ton bales. 
At other points there w ere 
equally great piles of corn and oats in 
sacks, pork In barrels, bams and bacon 
In boxes uud finer goods of every kind 
lu bales and packing cases, for Cairo 
w as Just ut that tim e the busiest en­ 
trepot in uli the M ississippi valley. 
The tow n w as sm all, but Its business 
w as larger than that of many great 
cities. 
The little city lay at the point 
w here the Ohio river runs into the M is­ 
sissippi. 
From up and dow n the M is­ 
sissippi. from the Ohio, from the T en­ 
nessee and the Cumberland and even 
from far up the M issouri great fleets 
of steam boats w ere landing at Cairo 
every duy to load and unload cargoes 
representing a w ealth as great as that 
of the Indies. 
A double beaded rail­ 
road from the north currying the prod­ 
uce o f half a dozen states and con­ 
necting by other roads w ith all the 
great cities of the land made its term i­ 
nus at Cairo, 
T w o railroads from the 
south — traversing five states — ended 
their lines at Columbus, a little farther 
down the river, and were connected 
w ith the northern lines by steam boats 
from Cairo. 
Cairo w as the m eeting place of com ­ 
merce betw een the north anti the south. 
Out of the upi>er rivers cam e light 
draft steam ers. P lying the river Ixdow 
were steam ers of far different con­ 
struction by reason of the easier con­ 
ditions o f navigation. At Cairo every 
steam boat, 
whether 
from 
north 
or 
south, unloaded its freight for reship- 
meut up or dow n the river* us the case 
might be, upon steam boats of a differ­ 
ent type or by rail. And nil the freight 
brought north or south by rail m ust 
also be transferred at Cairo, either to 
river steam ers or to railroad eurs. 
The south w as still thronged with 
northern troops, num bering hundreds of 
thousands, who m ust be fed and cloth­ 
ed and otherw ise supplied, and so the 
governm ent’s own traffic through the 
tow n w as in itself a trade of vast pro­ 
portions. 
B ut that w as the sm allest 
part of the m atter. Now that the war 
w as at au end the south w as settin g 
to work to rebuild Itself. 
From the 
Cumberland and the T ennessee rivers, 
from the low er M ississippi, from the 
Arkansas, the Yazoo, the Red river, 
the W hite, the St. Francis and all the 


rest o f the w aterw ays of the south en­ 
ergetic men of broken fortune were 
hurrying to market ull tbs cotton that 
they had m anaged to grow and to auve 
during the war, in order that they 
might get money with which to buy 
the supplies needed for the cultivation 
of new’ crops. 
Pretty nearly all this cotton cam e to 
Cairo, either for sale to eager buyers 
there or for shipment to the east uud 
a market. 
In return the planters and the south­ 
ern merchant« through whom they did 
business

“I have read several Lincoln anni­ 
versary speeches,” said Mr. Charles 
Frederick, “and have been struck with 
the statem ent contained lu some of 
them to the effect th a t Mr. Lincoln sel­ 
dom got mad and th a t when he did get 
mad he did not ullow himself to get 
very mad. 
If these speakers spoke 
from their personal experience, it is ull 
right, but my personal experience with 
him one night satisfied me he could get 
up a terribly good sized case of mad 
at times. 
” 1 was a boy nt the time ami was a 
messenger for the old American Tele­ 
graph company, which iu after years 
was absorbed by the present Western 
Union Telegraph.

three from Generul McClellan.

“ ‘T hat is w hat he says,’ added the 
president, ‘and w h at annoys me is th a t 
I have not received them.' 
“Then, turning to the sentry, he said: 
‘Send up to the door for the officer iu 
; charge aud tell him that when tele- 
! gram s come here addressed to me they’ 
should aud m ust l>e delivered to me. 
Tell him also,’ and by this time the 
president was very tuad, ‘that if ho 
i sends any more of m y telegrams over 
to Mr. Stanton’s house I'll drive him 
aw ay from here.

I w ent into my owu room 
and locked the door. 
Then 1 knelt 
down and pruyed as I had never pray-

be saved It wras because he so willed It. 
When 1 went down from my room, I 
felt that there eould be no doubt of the 
issue. The burden seemed to have roll 
ed off my shoulders, my lutense a m 
iety was relieved, and In Its place cam e 
a great sense of trustfulness, aud th a t 
was why I did not doubt the result at 
Gettysburg.
